Air traffic was al a standstill 
in the east last night. 
The weather bureau at W ashing­ 
ton last night warned of storm s 
along the Atlantic coast from Cape 
H atteras to northern Maine. 
From alm ost every section of the 
nation came reports of stranded 
Humorists, stalled busses, delayed 
trains. Communications, and light 
and power facilities were crippled 
in som e regions.

law, with the accompanying publicity resulting 


therefrom, would have given the public an insight 


toto the significance of the measure which ll never 


has enjoyed. 


As It is. corrections are going lo have to be made 


by hindsight which would have been made better 
by foresight. One of them Is now emerging in the 
report which the social security advisory council 
will make the senate flnanoo committee and the 
•octal security hoard. 


The advisory council Is expected to recommend 


that the federal government assume one third of 
the cost of old age insurance, now financed ex­ 
clusively through contributions from employers and 
employes. Th# government’s share would be derived 
[rom general taxation. 


Though It Is not explained how the money would 


be obtained by the government, the expected recom­ 
mendation would be an important eoncfwaion to a 
school of opinion which insists that the entire cont 
bf social security legislation should be paid 
by 


general taxation, for the simple reason that Burh 
legislation Is for the general welfare.

\/OU SO M ETIM ES hear people say when apparently 
I 
Insane persons have cominitteed crimes: “ Well, 
I guess they are crazy, all right, but they ought to 
be executed just the same to get them out of the 
way. They would be better off dead." 
They argue It is not right that society should bear 
tho burden of expense of caring for lunatics guilty 
of terrible crimes and who, as long as they live, 
present the menace of possible repetition of those 
crimes. 
You take the same people who say this and place 
them In a position where they must decide that a 
person apparently insane shall be put lo death and 
you find that they are not so cocksure or casual 
about the matter. At bottom, the average man or 
woman is reasonably humane and bas a fair con­ 
ception of the duties of society, one of which Is un­ 
deniably the care and protection of the mentally 111, 
criminal or not. 
It Is true that insanity Is often used as an excuse 
for crime and on that ground many a guilty person 
who should have been harshly dealt with has been 
acquitted. It Is also unfortunately true that prob­ 
ably many a person really insane has been put to 
death. The law and the mental experts are not In­ 
fallible and can err on the wrong side; so can jurors 
As to whether an Insane person, even one who has 
committed an atrocious crime. Is better off dead— 
that Is not for us to sa) In years of reporting crimi­ 
nal cases, we have never been able to decide in our 
own mind the ttyH-esslty of putting even san** crimi­ 
nals to death, let alone insane ones. Possibly Incur 
ably Insane criminals would b*> better off dead. W, 
are not going lo argue that. We just do not know ^ 
A 


TK SAT around Judge James G. Wallace's court 
room for several days recently while they wet* 
assembling a jury to trv a young fellow named Rob 
ert Irwin, win* killed two women and a man for no 
apparent rhyme or reason. Irwin took a plea of guilty 
before the jury could be completed and will go to 
Dannemora for life. 
W e thought this was a reasonable and merciful 
solution of the case. because Irwin s history from his 
earliest youth, his actions most of his life and the 
crime Itself all argue that he Is completely daft. It 
Is true th« state might have produced expert testi­ 
mony and the evidence of circumstances that would 
have convinced a jury tlyit Irwin was what they call 
"legally responsible” at Hie time of the crime—that 
he knew, what lie was doing—hut evidently the 
slate’s representatives felt that even so. Irwin is 
mentally disordered. 
It was poor vengeance for the death of three per­ 
sons to be sure and there was some editorial criti­ 
cism of the state’s r, pi* scuta) ices for consenting to 
such an ending, but what would the critics have 
them do? Proceed with an effort to have put to 
death a crary man? We do not think the critics 
themselves would have voted such a penalty had 
they been sitting In the jury Ih»x watching Irwin and

Survey Being Made For 


Defense Purposes 


By Thy ( ruled Pry**. 
SAN FRANCISCO. Nov. 25—With 
Th© United States dependent upon 
Importations from all parts of the 
world of nine of the “strategic min­ 
eral supplies’* necessary for the 
carrying on of modern warfare, a 
campaign has been launched for 
making 
Cie United 
States 
self- 
sufficient in nearly all of these 
minerals by the development of 
known deposits that exist in the 
western states. 
This development is declared to 
be all th© more necessary at the 
present time for the reason that 
China, major source of tungsten, 
which is indispensable in the hard­ 
ening of all iron and steel, is pas­ 
sing into th© hands of Japan and 
Spain, principal world’s source of 
mercury, is still too embroiled in 
war to make it certain that Amer­ 
ica could import enough for its 
needs in event of war. 
Eleven States Enlisted 
The campaign has been under­ 
taken by a private, non-profit or­ 
ganization whose objective is the 
^Vvelopment of all resources of the 
stern states. 
The nine i ilnerals that are in­ 
dispensable for the manufacture of 
modern 
war materials are anti­ 
mony, chromium, manganese, mer­ 
cury, mica, nickel, platinum, tin 
and 'tungsten. With the exception 
of mica, the United States is ex­ 
ceedingly poor in th© production of 
these minerals, although deposits 
of all. with the exception of tin, 
are said to exist in the western 
states. 
Th© minerals or metals are nec­ 
essary for the manufacture of all 
types of guns, ammunition, armor 
plate, rails, automobiles, machinery 
of all kinds, virtually all electrical 
equipment, cutlery, structural steel, 
tools and 
implements, hardware, 
tinware and building material. 
At present the United States is 
dependent 
on 
importations 
from 
all parts of the world. The bulk of 
antimony 
comes 
from 
Mexico, 
China and South America; sheet 
mica from British India and also 
Madagascar; 
tin, from the East 


Indies; nickel, platinum and chro­ 
mium from Great Britain; tungsten 
from 
China 
and 
mercury 
from 
Spain. 
Statistics Offered 
Statistics were offered to show 
that the United State©’ consump­ 
tion of these minerals is as exceed­ 
ingly large but the production is 
small. 
For the first step in its cam­ 
paign to make the United States 
self-sufficient in these minerals, the 
complete technical survey of the 
situation, aided by state adminis­ 
trative 
officials, 
federal 
depart­ 
ments dealing with ney raw mat­ 
erials of the region, businessmen, 
and privately and publicly owned 
electric utilities. As soon as the 
survey is complete, which will be 
early next year, conferences will 
be convoked and steps taken for 
the development of all domestic 
sources of these minerals.

— The Ohio unemployment compensation 
commission sought today to correct an erroneous belief, held by 
some persons, that every unemployed man and woman would begin 
receiving unemployment insurance checks from the state after Jan. I. 
Charles S. Leasure, commission chairman, emphasized these points: 
1. T hat only persons who have4- 
been employed by a concern requir­ 
ed to contribute to the state un- 
employment insurance fund will be 
eligible to apply for benefits: 
2. That only such eligible per­ 
sons who have worked in each of 
20 weeks in the year preceding the 
filing of their claim are entitled 
to receive benefits, and 
3. That persons who are out of 
work because of illness, Injury, a 
strike or an act of God. such ss a 
cyclone or flood, may not receive 
insurance benefit!. 
A worker who has quit his Job 
can receive benefits, if he com­ 
plies with the regular requirement* 
but he can obtain payments for a 
maximum of only 13 weeks, where­ 
as those unemployed 
because 
of 
economic conditions can receive 
payments for a maximum 
of 
16 
weeks. 
Applicants 
for 
benefits 
must 
register with the Ohio state em­ 
ployment service and must accept 
Job* offered them if the commis­ 
sion considers the work suitable.

sung by the assembly, which was 
composed of m em bers of several 
congregations of the city.

er's sermon. 
Picturing one side of the day as 
a period devoted to football, d rin k ­ 
ing, dancing, skating and some fam­ 
ily association, he contrasted this 
form of observance with quiet med­ 
itation. thought to the blessings 
one enjoys and said there is a need 
for “personal thanksgiving.”

which obviated m an’s 
n a­ 
tural faith iu God 
and failed to 
teach him that spiritually he was 
immortal, an idea of God. 
He pointed out that It was the 
duty of parents to teach children 
w hat is conducive to bodily well­ 
being, moral development and the 
acquisition of arts 
or skills 
for 
the betterm ent 
of 
life, but that 
having chosen their form of govern­ 
ment. democracy in this case, the 
responsibility was assumed by the 
state in a large part. 


This was necessary, he explain­ 
ed, because in a democracy it was 
necessary for the electorate to be 
literate. 
‘‘But education,” he said, “is the 
developm ent of human life by the 
acquisition 
of 
science 
and 
self 
knowledge; of character self direc­ 
tion; 
or art. or self expression 
through the body, and all m otivat­ 
ed by religion or conversation with 
God." 
Fr. Ring told how each sta te had 
its own religion 
in 
the original 
13, 
with 
most 
schools religious, 
but in 1842 New York abolished 
stati’ aid to such schools and tu rn ­ 
ed it over to public schools, a prac­ 
tice to he followed eventually by 
all states. 
Finally, he said. these schools 
neglected all religious training for 
material human knowledge, 
left the way open for state worship 
as in Russia, Italy or Germany. 
“I 
hope,” 
he concluded, 
“that 
citizens of this country may begin 
to educate their children in their 
religions in schools to insure the 
continued existence and revival of 
those religions by establishing gov­ 
ernment endowed religious schools 
where

4 Small Glands Found To 


Have Role Of Muscle 


Control In Body 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
/~\UR KNOWLEDGE of th© func­ 
tions of the ductless glands has 
r , 
been accumulated In various ways. 
The beginning of it was the obser­ 
vation that strange freaks of na­ 
ture had a disease of one or the 
other of the glands. These observa­ 
tions were made on human beings. 
Then experimental extirpation of 
the 
glands 
in 
animals 
brought 
, 
about changes that gave us valu­ 
able information. They showed us 
what happened when th© secretion 
of th© gland was removed. The op­ 
posite effect—what happened when 
th© secretion of the gland was in­ 
creased—was studied on animals 
and human beings by injection of 
the extracts of the glands. 
Accidental Discovery 
In one instance we learned about 
the function of one set of these 
glands by accidental surgical re­ 
moval. I refer to th© parathyroids. 
These are four small glands just 
behind the thyroid gland in the 
neck. They are closely attached to 
• 


it. and in the early days of thyroid 
j-urgery it occasionally happened 
that when the surgeon removed 
♦ he thyroid he also removed the 
parathyroids. 
When this occurred, a curious 
thing happened—a state called tet- 
f 
any, in which the control of the 
muscles Is lost. First, fine tremors 
and then painful muscular cramps 
occur.

supervene, and in untreated cases 
spasm of the larynx caused death. 
It 
was 
also 
found 
that 
the 
amount of calcium In the body is 
greatly reduced—by a third or a 
half. Calcium salts are known to 
keep the tone of the muscles nor­ 
mal. 
Control Calcium 
. 
The parathyroid glands then, as 
these unfortunate accidents proved, 
control the calcium nutrition of the 
body. Calcium can be given to a 
case of tetany with no benefit un­ 
less accompanied by the adminis­ 
tration of parathyroid extract also. 
Parathyroid extract is one of the 
most effective we have, but it is 
not needed very much because, al­ 
though tetany does occur spontane­ 
ously (that is, without surgical ac­ 
cident! in children with rickets 
and nursing mothers, It is a rare 
disease. 
The parathyroids also have some­ 
thing to do with growth and bone 
formation, a natural inference since 
bones need calcium in their growth. 
The ductless 
glands 
work 
in 
teams—the secretion of one affects 
one or two others. But the parathy­ 
roids more than the others appears 
to operate alone and control only 
the one function of calcium usage. 
Nearest to them in this respect 
is the secretion of the islet cells of 
the pancreas, which control carbo­ 
hydrate nutrition. When they go 
wrong, diabetes results. It is true 
that the adrenals and the pituitary 
have some influence on them, but 
how much is debatable. 
The extract of these cells—Insu­ 
lin—is also extremely effective. Ail 
these extracts are merely chemi­ 
cals. several of which can be creat­ 
ed in the chemical laboratory. They 
are posibly produced in nature out­ 
side the body.

ITUATED partially Inside and 
outside the city limits is the 
former George Hill farm, now’ own­ 
ed by Harry Hoffstot Hill of West 
Fifth st. 
Harry H. Hill is a descendant of 
Thomas Fawcett, who came down 
the Ohio river from Pittsburgh to 
settle East Liverpool In 1798. 
His 
paternal grandmother was Mary 
Fawcett HIU. a daughter of Joseph 
Fawcett, and a granddaughter of 
the city’s founder.

goes eclipse every 180 d ays—has 
been announced by Dr. O tto Struve, 
co-director of the observatory. 
“The 
discovery 
of

eclipse 
which 
repeats 
itself 
©very 
180 
days in a bright star is an Im por­ 
tan t m atter In itself." Dr. Struve 
w rote the University of Texas. 
“ The importance is enhanced by 
the fact that the phenom enon is 
quite similar to that observed In 
the eclipsing of the large double 
star. Epsilon 
Auriga*, much dis­ 
cussed 
by 
astronomers 
a 
year 
ago.” Dr. Struve ’dded. 
He informed university officials 
th at the discovery was m ade upon 
the basis or a prediction by Dr. 
W. 
W. 
Morgan, 
an 
astronom er. 
The discovery was recorded a t the 
observatory by Dr. C. T. Elvey. 
Although McDonald observatory 
has been lo use for som e tim e. 
it

Struve pointed out th© Instrum ents 
In use there now are supplem ent­ 
al to a m ajor tense being ground 
In a Cleveland laboratory. 
The observatory, In the Davis 
m ountains of southw est Texas, is 
operated Jointly by the U niversity 
of Texas and the U niversity of 
Chicago.

Observatory’s Studies

AUSTIN. Tex.—The first major 
discovery from tho William Mc­ 
Donald 
observatory — that 
the 
bright star 
Mu Sagittal! 
under­ 
goes eclipse every 180 days—has 
been announced by Dr. Otto Struve, 
co-director of the observatory. 
"The 
discovery of an 
eclipse 
which 
repeats 
Itself 
every 
ISO 
days in a bright star la an impor­ 
tant matter In itself,” Dr. Struve 
wrote the University of Texas. 
"The importance is enhanced by 
the fact that the phenomenon is 
quite similar to that observed in 
the eclipsing of the large douhle 
star. Epsilon Aurigas, much dis­ 
cussed 
by 
astronomers 
a 
year 
ago." Dr. Struve 'dded. 
He Informed university officials 
that the discovery was made upon 
the basis or a prediction by Dr. 
W. 
W. 
Morgan, an astronomer. 
The discovery was recorded at the 
observatory by Dr. C. T. Elvey. 
Although McDonald observatory 
has bten lo use for some time. 
it 
is 
not 
yet 
fully 
equipped. 
Struve pointed out the instruments 
in use there now are supplement­ 
al to a major lense being ground 
in a Cleveland laboratory. 
The observatory, in the Davis 
mountains of southw’est Texas, is 
operated jointly by the University 
of Texas and the University of 
Chicago.

The crooked tow- 
e • of the Church of Notre-Dame de 
Bonne-Nouvelle has not yet rated 
Baedeker’s guide, hut It is decid­ 
edly on the slant and is atracting 
more and more tourists who find 
a leaning tower more interesting 
than an erect one. 
Every year the crack grows wid­ 
er between the tower and the side 
of the church to which It is Join­ 
ed. Once a rectangular clock, fixed 
in the side of the tower, told the 
time to everyone for miles around; 
but when the tower got such pro­ 
nounced 
inclinations, 
the 
clock 
could not adjust Itself to the sit­ 
uation. So someone compromised 
things b f hanging the clock on a 
wroughtiron 
bracket 
extending 
over the sidewalk. Its time is cor­ 
rect, within a minute, today. 
When 
the 
tower 
of 
Bonne- 
Nouvelle 
began 
leaning 
nobody 
knows. Anne of Australia laid its 
cornerstone back in 159$ and Annie 
laid the etoile straight. What she 
and no one else realized was that 
Bonne-Nouvelle hill was nothing 
but a city dump—the uninhabited 
backyard of l«th 
century Pari­ 
sians who threw so much rubbish 
away that their rubbish pile grew 
into a hill. 
So, 
while 
chicken • coops 
and 
flimsy shacks did quite well on the 
new hill, heavy structures were 
really too much for the shifty soil. 
The 
church 
of 
Notre-Dame 
de 
Bonne-Nouvelle Is now one of the 
few stone structures still standing. 
The others have been razed or 
have fallen down. 
Several years ago, at the insti­ 
gation of the Beaux Arts, the tow­ 


er of Bonne-Nouvelle was stabiliz­ 
ed by a compensating arrangement 
In Its basement, but it still leans. 
It la not 15 feet out of line as is 
the Tower of Pisa. Nor has it the 
glamour of the Imperial leaning 
bottle-pagoda of Pvi-Hui, In 
Pei- 
pln. But at least Paris can com­ 
pete with the towers of Ems, Ash 
nelli, Ulm. St. Moritz and Gad- 
Benda when It comes to offering 
groggy buildings to sightsees*.

He lost his 
raft 
when it was 
struck by a packet, but damages 
paid by the captain of the vessel 
made the trip a decided financial 
success. 
It all 
began 
in 
September of 
1S3U when the Harker family came 
to East Liverpool and bought the 
farm of Abel Coffin. 
The farm 
consisted of land east of the vil­ 
lage and Babb's Island, then known 
as Custard’s island. 
On the ti i 111 sd e above the house 
was a large clay mine. 
Benjamin 
Harker, while not a potter, believ­ 
ed he could find a m arket for the 
clay 
The glasshouses 
in Pitts­ 
burgh 
were 
using clay 
pots In 
which to melt the flay*. so Mr. 
H arker decided to ship the clay to 
Pitttdiurgh. 
With the help of his sons, George 
S. and Benjamin Jr., he built a 
chute to carry the chunks of raw 
clay from the mine to wagons be­ 
low. 
It then was loaded into flat 
boats and taken to Pittsburgh. The 
plan was a success as the market 
proved profitable. 
In the early 184Q's, Mr. Harker 
decided to enlarge his sales terri­ 
tory and 
a cargo of clay to 
Cincinnati in charge of his son, 
George, then a young mau. 
William 
McClure and 
William 
Moore were engaged as pilots and 
under t heir efficient guidance the 
boat started down the Ohio river. 
It was spring. 
At night the men 
would tio the barge to the trees 
along the shore and build a camp 
fire. 
Young Harker would listen 


with keen interest to stories of the 
Ohio 
and 
Mississippi rivers aa 
graphically told by the pilots. Dur­ 
ing the day. the boat, guided by 
the long sweeps and carried by the 
swift current, passed the historical 
sites of the Ohio valley. 
It was 
early June when it arrived at Cin­ 
cinnati—“Queen City of the W est.” 
Late one night, after several at­ 
tempts to sell his merchandise, 
young H arker returned to his scow- 
very much discouraged. 
His cargo 
was valuable, but it was difficult 
to find a m arket.
